^  *TVHE  call  for  a  complete  Short  Score  edition  of  The  Northern 
X  Psalter  has  afforded  timeous  opportunity  of  adding  Seventy 
5  numbers  to  the  original  selection  of  1872,  and  Supplement  of  1875. 
The  Work,  therefore,  now  contains  402  Tunes,  Chants,  Anthems, 
Doxologies,  &c.,  providing  music  for  all  the  varied  Psalm,  Paraphrase, 
and  Hymn  metres  used  in  public  worship  by  the  Established,  Free, 
§-<  United  Presbyterian,  Evangelical  Union  and  Congregational  Churches 
of  Scotland. 

The  wide  and  growing  popularity  of  the  Psalter,  with  its  associate 
Supplement,  Anthem  Appendix,  and  Precentor’s  Companion  (45,000 
copies  have  been  printed  within  five  years),  renders  comment  un¬ 
necessary  as  to  the  merits  or  usefulness  of  the  collection  ;  but  the 
Editor  desires  to  gratefully  record  his  warmest  thanks  to  those  who 
have  so  materially  assisted  him  in  his  labour  of  presenting  a  book 
reckoned  worthy  to  be  so  largely  used  in  the  Service  of  Sacred  Song.

Watchful  heed  having  been  devoted  to  the  movements  and  ten¬ 
dencies  of  our  different  religious  denominations  in  the  matter  of  their 
Hymnody,  the  Editor,  while  hopeful  that  no  further  enlargement  or 
alteration  in  the  present  Work  will  be  necessary  for  years,  may 
yet  take  other  means  for  keeping  fresh  and  active  his  pleasant 
musical  connection  with  the  large  body  of  Leaders  and  lovers  of

progress  in  Class,  Choir,  and  Congregational  practisings,  suggested  the 


addition  of  this  Appendix  to  the  Northern  Psalter. 


With  the  view  of  meeting  the  requirements  and  customs  of  different 
places  of  worship,  the  Editor  has  aimed  at  giving  variety  in  the  style  and 
character  of  the  Music  and  Words  of  his  selection.  In  some  Churches 
for  instance,  an  Opening  Sentence  is  sung  :  in  not  a  few  cases  the  Anthem 
immediately  precedes  the  Sermon  ;  while  more  frequently  the  Sentence  or 
Anthem  follows  the  last  tune  by  way  of  Doxology  or  Dismission.  Hence 
there  will  be  found  here  Opening,  Introductory,  and  Closing  pieces,  and 
in  the  fitting  choice  of  these  the  Precentor  or  Conductor  will  of  course  be 
guided  by  good  taste  and  judgment  as  to  what  is  most  suitable  for  the 
time  and  circumstances  of  the  service.  On  all  occasions,  however,  the 
Minister  should  be  prepared  to  announce  the  name  and  number  of  the 
piece  to  be  sung,  so  that  the  whole  congregation  may  be  enabled  to  join.
